TRIUMPH CLAIMS CONFLICT ON 
WAR IN NORWEGIAN FIELD 


Berlin Reports Sinking British Heavy Cruiser 
And London Claims Damaging Air Raids Made On 


Nazi Bases Alona Scandinavian Coast

German and Allied forces raced toward Europe’s new battlefield in Nor- 
way today amid conflicting claims of triumph in warfare that intensified 


hour by hour. 


Both sides appeared in agreement that in Norway the belligerents at 
last had found the spot on which they could fight outside their own 
frontiers and developments came with a speed that increased the fears 


of other small nations from the low 
countries to the Balkans. 


These developments included: 


A German high command com- 
munique saying that a heavy Brit- 
ish cruiser — the 10,000 ton type 
carrying 600 to 700 men—had been 
sunk off Norway and three British 
planes, including a “flying fortress” 
had been shot down. 

A statement by French Premier 
Paul Reynaud that the Allies had 
“mutilated” the Nazi fleet in their 
counter-drive in Norwegian waters, 
sinking 30 per cent of the German 
line ships and seizing the north 


Nonwegian port of Narvik. 
A London statement that Royal 


Air Force planes had raided the 
German-occupied Norwegian port 
of Stavanger. The bombing craft 
did tremendous damage and started 
a great fire in an effort to slash 
German air communication lines to 
the North. 

A statement by authoritative Lon- 
don sources that Canadians and 
possibly French troops were par- 
ticipating in the Allied expedition- 
ary force landed in Norway to the 
counter-attack on the Germans,

| Letter Sheds Light 
ae |On Gold Discovery 


Effects Of Sacramentan 
Yield Note From Marshall 
To William C. Farnsworth 


An echo from the past, penned by | 
James W. Marshall, the discoverer 
of California’s gold, recently came 


to light in the home of Miss Vir- | 


ginia Clarke at 2527 M Street, a 
granddaughter of the late William 
C. Farnsworth, one of the ‘49ers, 
says a Sacramento paper. 

The note, contained in an envelope 
unstamped, unsealed and probably 
carried by messenger from Coloma 
to Sacramento, is as follows: 

“Mr. W. C. Farnsworth. 

“Kind freind the question 
asked the young man cueeaae 
the correctness of the date of the 
discovery of gold. It was discovered 
by me the 18 of January 1848 and 
not the 24th. 

Your freind, 
“JAMES W. MARSHALL.” 

The letter bore no date, but Miss 
Clarke believes it was written dur- 
ing the early ’80s, just a few years 
before Marshall’s death, when a 
controversy raged as to the exact 
date when gold was discovered. 

When interviewed by J. W. 
Hutchings, publisher of Hutchings 
California Magazine, in 1857, Mar- 
shall fixed the date of discovery as 
“on or about the 19th day of Janu- 
ary. I am not quite certain of the 
day, but it was between the 18th and 
20th of that month.” 

It was in 1885 that John H. Hit- 
tell, pioneer and historian, brought
